In Saxony much unrest is reported. The Communists of the 
Vogtland district in Southwestern Saxony have issued a demand that 
Saxony be made a Soviet Republic, while the metal workers at 
Zwickau, southwest of Chemnitza, and a large proportion of the 
Saxon miners have gone on strike.

I'arla, April 01.—It became known 
yesterday evening that two/great ob¬ 
stacles which had stood In The path of 
the rapid attainment of peace had been 
removed, and the period of extreme 
tension over the Inaction of the dele¬ 
gates and the failure to secure tangible 
results was succeeded by a revival of 
confidence.

Ch ief H ec- 
iVTXry TorTreland. said: 

"When it comes to meeting with 
bloodthirsty ruffians who are terroris¬ 
ing the population of Russia.” he de¬ 
clared. "we can have no truck with 
such men. We are entitled to tell the 
Russian people we will have nothing 
to do with a Government which is a 
danger to civilisation. 

Personally he believed the whole 
story of Lenine being ready to nego¬ 
tiate was of German manufacture for 
the purpose of making other countries 
believe the Bolshevik! were really 
peaceable, civilized people. The Ger¬ 
mans were spreading Bolshevism 
wherever possible, and it was their only 
hope, because where it went weakness 
supervened. 

In conclusion. Mr. Hhortt announced 
that either Mr. Lloyd George or Mr. 
Honar Law would be In Iswdon next 
week and might be able to give more 
information.

given them a new lease of life and placed 
in their power the means to crush, tem¬

Scarcely sufficient time has elapsed to enable 
the Provincial Government to select an Industrial 
< '<nnmi s* io no r from t he n um er ou s -app lican ts al- 
ready aspiring to the position. It ia to be hoped, 
however, that it will be possible to make an ap¬ 
pointment at an early date, because the statute 
passed by the Legislature at its recent session is 
one primarily designed to create employment, for 
returned men and others, out of new enterprises 
in as short a time as practicable. 

That the Government is fully aware of the 
special necessities of the ease in this connection is 
quite apparent. But much will depend upon the 
Commissioner and, no matter who is appointed, 
his task will be no sinecure. He will require to 
possess almost exceptional powers. And in view 
of all the circumstances the speedy selection of the 
right man is by no means an easy matter. 

Co-operation from the industrial committee of 
the various service organizations in this city, and 
presumably throughout the Province, should be a 
helpful factor in the administration of this new 
department of the public service. It ia gratifying 
to note, moreover, that the committee intends to 
avail itself of the advice of men thoroughly con¬ 
versant with the natural resources of the Province, 
without whose technical experience and ability a 
good deal of time doubtless would be absorbed in 
the consideration of schemes both costly and im¬ 
practicable.

"There should be no discrimination," 
he declared, “but I think that such dis¬ 
crimination does at present exist. Thhi 
should be rectified. The teachers 
should be uliowed to meet the Hoard ut 
any time, and get any Information they 
desire 

We should have a contented staff," 
he urged. 

The other members of the Board 
seemed to agree with these sentiments 
and the teachers will lie uliowed to 
advance their opinions at a joint con¬ 
ference. 

Alleged Injustice. 

What he felt to be an injustice In the 
working out of the recent lucreases 
was brought to the attention of the

I now profit to the extent of ten per 
cent Tins, as a matter of fact, is not 
correct, for before the strike 1 was 
drawing at the rate of 91.320 per an¬ 
num. having received a duly-earned 
increase of 96 per payment In Janu¬ 
ary. As the Teachers’ Association' 
ten per bent, waa based on the De¬ 
cember payments, and was apparent¬ 
ly designed to cut out all increases 
taking effect In January last, I am now 
drawing 91.3*6 per annum, or an act¬ 
ual increase of only. Rve per cent, on 
what 1 had already earned. Since the 
public, whom 1 serve, have been as¬ 
sured that I am actually receiving un 
extra ten per cent. In virtue of the 
strike. 1 consider that this should 
show on my cheque." 

No Favorites. 

"We should not consider any com¬ 
munication from any individual 
teacher concerning salaries. ' declared 
Trustee Deaville. We are not play¬ 
ing any favorites. They must all go 
by the same route. Mr. Colli* should 
be Informed that he will receive the 
same treatment as any other teacher 
in his class." 

"And the fart that he does not be¬ 
long to Teachers' Association will 
not affect his case," added Trustee Mm 
Hpofford. as Mr. Collis’s letter was 
filed.
